Golden Focus 


n December 2002 the AGA Board of 
Directors held their winter meeting in 
Reynoldsburg, Ohio. In addition to other 
important business, the board discussed set- 
ting goals for the Guernsey breed and deter- 
mining high priority traits that need constant 
attention in selection programs in order for 
the breed to progress. These goals were put 
on paper with the intent of moving the breed Seth Johnson 
forward by preserving our current advantages and improving any 
perceived weaknesses. The results were published in this column in 
the February Guernsey Breeders’ Journal with little fanfare. In a nut- 
shell, they aim to improve strength, feet and legs and udder longevity 
and maintain the high components advantage the Guernsey cow has. The 
debate, which really spanned three board meetings and countless barn 
conversations, always seemed to return to how tall the Guernsey cow 
needs to be. This was disappointing since stature is the least impor- 
tant trait we currently measure. All the other parts must be in place 
before we can begin to worry about whether a cow is big enough. That 
said, and with the assumption that there is not a need to make the 
breed any taller, while real progress does need to be made in a variety 
of other traits, stature was left off the list of high priority traits. 

In August, a letter was sent to all AGA approved judges, as well as 
others involved in evaluating and selecting Guernseys. The letter spe- 
cifically points out that the AGA Board of Directors has chosen to 
leave stature off the list of high priority traits for the Guernsey breed. 
It also points out that selecting for improved strength, with angular- 
ity; and more youthful udders and sound feet and legs, will be impor- 
tant in moving the breed forward. This letter is intended to inform 
those that may not be directly involved with Guernseys on a regular 
basis of the goals and directions that the American Guernsey Associa- 
tion has chosen to take. It is NOT a directive or decree. We do not 
expect any overnight change in how animals are placed, nor do we 
expect many seasoned judges to appreciate being told how to place 
cattle, although this was not the intent of the letter. The letter is 
attempting to slow the “taller is better” mentality that rules the show 
ring. It SHOULD NOT be interpreted to mean that taller animals 
should be criticized simply for being too tall, nor that smaller animals 
should be given more credit for their lesser size. The goal is NOT to 
make the breed smaller, just to take emphasis off extreme height in 
selection, particularly in the show ring. The goal is to have less rea- 
sons given that begin with “she is the tallest, most upstanding animal 
in the class,” and less apologies on the microphone for not using the 


tallest animal in the class. There is a place for the full spectrum of 


sizes in any breeding program. Tall cows, and bulls that sire increased 
stature, will still be needed as much as ever to mate to animals that do 
need to be a few inches higher off the ground. Those that may inter- 
pret this letter to mean that only small animals should wins shows or 
score high are just reversing the former trend in the show ring by 
selecting for shorter cows, just as others select for tall cows, not 
ignoring stature in favor of other, more important traits. The AGA 
Board feels strongly that the show ring should reflect the goals of the 
breed as a whole. There is a point of diminishing returns where in- 
creased stature yields no more profit over a cow’s lifetime. That 
minimum point is reached by just about every cow that sets foot in a 
National Show. Therefore, a moderate sized cow that possesses the 
strength, angularity, sound feet and legs and youthful udder all breed- 
ers desire, should not be criticized in the show ring or during ap- 
praisal, just because she is “too short”. 

It is safe to say that the AGA Board’s list of high priority traits has 
garnered far more attention in the month of August than it did in 
February when it was first published. | hope that it is not misinter- 
preted. Bring out your tall cows and your short cows but make sure 
they are all the kind the breed needs first.

uring a recent run of appraisals 

through Wisconsin, I saw a few 

daughters of young sires that | am 
sure are the first milking daughters. Lantz 
Farm Sentry Visa has been siring prize win- 
ning heifers for the last year and half. Two 
milking daughters impressed me with their 
udders. They were extremely well attached 
with high, wide rear udders. Their youthful 
mammary systems were well above the hock. 
The two Visa daughters I classified were a 
bit narrow which is something I have noticed 
in the heifers as well. 

In September I also saw two milking 
Aldens Valiant Royal daughters. | must ad- 
mit I did not realize that any Royal daugh- 
ters were now two years old. The two that I 
saw were very correct on their feet and legs. 
Their udders were also well attached. The 
one daughter I classified VG-84 and the other 
one | did not score because she was only two 
days fresh. 

In November, I anticipate My Day Bliss 
Banger-ET getting his first official proof. I 
am expecting his proof to be very strong for 
both type and production. The daughters | 
have seen are very well balanced with some 
style and more than adequate strength. The 
udders are well attached with a strong me- 
dian suspensory ligament and good teat place- 
ment. | think “Banger” is a bull that will be 
near the top of the list in November making 
him a popular choice among breeders.

1ese days, as the Guernsey breed looks 

for improved milk components and 

more longevity, a young sire from two 
Excellent dams with ten records between 
them and five records over 1,000F, would 
attract more than a little interest. Fourteen 
years ago, when Rozelyn Pat Mar P Goliath- 
ET hit the ground in Lynden, Washington, 
high total milk volume was the name of the 
game and Productive Life and Daughter 
Pregnancy Rate (DPR) genetic evaluations 
were unheard of. Goliath, out of a breeder- 
proven sire, received little attention. Today, 
Goliath ranks among the best in the breed 
for these new traits and is a prominent 
source of improved components in many 
cow families. In May 2003, with over 1,100 
daughters in his production proof, he stands 
at +222M +.22% +44F +.03% +12P 
+93PTI, -0.1PTAT. His evaluations for traits 
that did not exist when he was originally 
sampled are what really set him apart. He is 
+4.8 for Productive Life, +3.5 for DPR, 
among the highest in the breed, and +2.99 
for Somatic Cell Count (SCC) lower than 
any current Active A.I. sire. Despite his low 
evaluation for final score, his youthful ud- 
der traits (FU+1.6, TP C1.1, UD $2.2) have 
made him the sire of many barn favorites 
that often don’t get noticed until their third 
or fourth lactation. 


Goliath was bred by Leon Zweegman of 


Rozelyn Farm in Lynden, Washington, and 
the late, Jo Jo Fulton of Los Alamos, Cali- 
fornia, who contributed her Pat Mar prefix 
to the bull’s name. Their partnership was 
formed at the 1988 National Convention 
Sale in Blaine, Washington. Rozelyn Hon- 
ors Gloria, a daughter of Land of Living 
Jennys Honor, was just fresh with her sec- 
ond calf and had recently been raised to VG- 


Goliath's dam, Rozelyn Honors Gloria, EX-92, was owned in part- 
nership between the Zweegman's of Rozelyn Farm and Jo Jo 


Fulton of Pat Mar Farm. It was Jo Jo's "crazy" idea to breed her 
to Pats Prince, which produced Goliath. 


88. She was the number 235 cow on the CPI 
list at the time. However, she had broken a 
blood vessel in one of her front quarters and 
therefore wasn’t getting as much attention 
in the sale ring as she may have deserved. 
As she sold and bidding lagged, Jo Jo asked 
Leon if he would house and milk the young 
cow if she purchased her. He quickly agreed 
and Jo Jo made a final bid of $3,100. The 
sale averaged $2,712. Shortly after the sale 
Rozelyn Farm purchased half interest in the 
cow back from Jo Jo. 

When Gloria arrived back in Lynden, she 
was immediately flushed to Rozelyn Pats 
Prince at the suggestion of Jo Jo. Pats Prince 
was a bull that Rozelyn had used heavily as 
a clean-up bull themselves and who was 
garnering some A.1. attention due to his high 
proof, which was particularly impressive for 
fat and protein. He was a Wistar Premier 
son out of a VG-83 Gayosa View Fames 
Foremost dam with 188,890M lifetime with 
a 5.0% lifetime fat test. Even today, Pats 
Prince shows a USDA genetic evaluation 
of +197M +.09% +22F +.07% +17P 
0.9PTAT. Due to limited semen availabil- 
ity, there were never very many Pats Prince 
offspring. However, he was flushed to four 
very influencial cows. Sherma Farm in 
Ohio flushed him to Sherma Admiral Ellens 
Ella, Enhancer’s dam, producing the dam 
of Sherma Forestar Pat Flash, and Sherma 
Prince Ellas Patton, who was briefly in Se- 
lect Sires’ active A.I. lineup. Askew Farms 
in California produced Askew Farms Prince 
Yosemite from Cleverlands Telestar Yuppy. 
Yosemite is still +.12% fat and +.14% pro- 
tein with positive yield evaluations. Rozelyn 
Farm, in addition to the flush that produced 
Goliath, bred Rozelyn Prince Jay-ET from 
Rozelyn Able Jackie. Jay’s legacy for high 
components is being felt today through his 
sons Trotacre Jay MR Luxury-ET and 


Rozelyn Pat Mar Jay Glacier-ET, a Prince 
Jay from Goliath’s full sister. 

Leon recalles that when Jo Jo suggested 
Pats Prince as the flush sire, “I asked if she 
was crazy. | wanted to use a little more of a 
sure bet for such a good cow.” 

Jo Jo responded that she was indeed 
crazy and that she always looked for off- 
the-wall matings and pedigrees to include 
in her small herd. This philosophy was of- 
ten evident as she would seek outcross pedi- 
grees in sales across the country to add to 
her herd. It never worked any better than it 
did when this partnership produced Goliath. 

Interestingly, both Prince Jay and 
Goliath trace their family tree to Rozelyn 
Farm’s heavy use of Rozelyn DM Ernies 
Able. At the time of that 1988 National 
Convention in Washington, nearly 20% of 
the Rozelyn herd consisted of Able daugh- 
ters. Goliath’s granddam, Rozelyn Ables 
Gigi, was one of them, as was Jay’s dam 
Rozelyn Able Jackie. Gigi scored EX-90 at 
over 8 years of age and finished with 
126,300M 4.7% 5,991F 3.6% 4,521P life- 
time in 6 lactations. Three of those records 
were over 20,000M and two were over 
1 

Gloria, Goliath’s dam, finished her sec- 
ond lactation with 3-04 365D 26,320M 
5.7% 1,489F 3.8% 989P, class leading 
records for both fat and protein. Her next 
record came at 4-09 with 365D 30,070M 
5.4% 1,611F 3.8% 1,149P another round 
of class leading records that still stand to- 
day. She would eventually make 110,780M 
5.2% 5,780F 3.7% 4,120P lifetime in four 
lactations. She had one other son sampled 
in A.I., Rozelyn Pat Mar Jay Greg. True to 
the family tradition, he has a USDA genetic 
evaluation of +.18% fat and +.13% protein. 
He was a member of ABS’ active A.I. lineup

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Goliath’s only flushmate, and Gloria’s only 
other offspring, was Rozelyn P Gina. She 
scored EX-90 and made a top record of 3- 
05 365D 22,460M 5.4% 1,217F 4.2% 951P. 
She is the dam of Rozelyn Pat Mar El Gato 
and Rozelyn PatMar Jay Glacier-ET, as pre- 
viously mentioned. Among the few remain- 
ing descendants in the Rozelyn herd today 
are an Enhancer granddaughter of Gina, and 
her calf born this spring. 

“The family always tested well, consis- 
tently had great teat placement and rarely 


had foot trouble,” says Zweegman of 


Goliath’s maternal family, which was man- 
aged in a 150-cow mixed breed freestall op- 
eration. Zweegman notes with some surprise 
and pride, as he recalls the family, that he is 
still milking nine of the eleven Goliaths born 
on the farm. 

Goliath was purchased by Lake Central 
Guernsey Sires in 1989 and leased to Se- 
lect Sires. Most of his early daughters were 
to be found in the Lake Central area — 
Michigan, Ohio and Indiana. Several first 
crop daughters really stood out with strong, 
powerful frames, although these would not 
turn out to be indicative of his true trans- 
mitting ability. They did milk well, and 
tested very high for fat and protein. Among 
his first crop of daughters, two would be- 
come bull mothers. Nedrow Farms Goliath 
Lulu, VG-87 and Marodore Goliath Lydia, 
VG-86. He entered the active A.I. list in July 
1994 with little fanfare and no type proof. 
In January 1995, with a type proof of just 


+0.3, he was ranked sixth, just ahead of 


Enhancer. Finally, in July 1996 he achieved 
the top spot on the active list with a solid, 
high components proof for production and, 
a much improved, +1.6 for Final Score. 
“When Goliath was released in 1995, the 
bull provided a high-components option 
that could be used on the Fayette, Victory 
and Admiral bloodlines. His early daughters 
were medium sized with udders that were 
shallow, snugly attached in the fore and cor- 
rect in teat placement,” says Blaine Crosser, 


Goliath's granddam, Rozelyn Ables Gigi, a daughter of Rozelyn 
DM Ernies Able, scored EX-90 at over 8 years of age. She made 
three records over 20,000M and two over 1,000F. 


Guernsey Sire Analyst for Select Sires. 

Goliath had made steady improvement 
as his early daughters calved for the second 
and third time. His proof dropped to near 
his current level as second crop daughters 
calved in and reaffirmed their reputation as 
immature, average milking young cows. Fif- 
teen Goliath sons were A.]. sampled in the 
US and Canada. For the most part, they 
failed to achieve genetic evaluations that 
were high enough for total yield to merit 
further use. Two notable sons are currently 
contributing positive traits on the Active 
A.I. list right now. Nedrow Farms Goliath 
Legacy is, by far, the active leader for DPR 
and is the top sire for SCC as well. Marodore 
Goliath Ronald-ET has been used as a sire 
of sons and contributes a nice combination 
of solid type and high production. 

As has been previously noted, the 
Goliath daughters are usually slow matur- 
ing and many times fail to reach herd aver- 
age for production as young cows. They are 
often below average for strength, shallow 
ribbed, prominent in the tailhead and ex- 
tremely shallow uddered. When they calve 
for the second and third time, a promising 
transformation begins to take shape. They 
tend to deepen out in the frame and will 
often increase significantly in production 
over previous lactations, while maintaining 
their high components. It has just been in 
the past couple years that Goliath daugh- 
ters have begun to dominate the Gold Star 


Dam listings and amass a large number of 


Class Leading Records. Despite his nega- 
tive type evaluation Goliath has 31 Excel- 
lent daughters, 52% of his appraised daugh- 
ters are scored Very Good, 40% are Desir- 
able and just 4% are scored below 70 points, 
further demonstrating that few Goliath 
daughters “lose” their udders. Goliath also 
has contributed to two six-generation Ex- 
cellent cow families. A Goliath in the 
“Andora” family is the fifth generation Ex- 
cellent at Knapp Guernseys in Iowa and a 
Goliath recently became the sixth genera- 
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Rozelyn P Gina, EX-90, Goliath's full sister, made a top record 
of 3-05 365D 22,460M 5.4% 1,217F 4.2% 951P. She is the dam of 
Rozelyn Pat Mar El Gato and Rozelyn PatMar Jay Glacier-ET. 


tion Excellent in the “Margo” family for 
Ralph Turley of Ohio. 

Randy Knapp comments that “the 
Goliath’s breed right back, test high and have 
shallow udders. He is a great mating on 
Magic daughters.” 

Bill Josi of Wilsonview Dairy in Oregon 
can attest to that. He sold two Goliath sons 
into A.J. out of Magic dams and is currently 
milking 13 Goliaths. All are scored Very 
Good or Excellent and seven are out of Magic 
dams. Josi initially was rather vocally dis- 
appointed with his Goliaths, since they were 
mostly out of high milking Magic daughters 
and started slowly as two-year-olds. Now 
with 8 of his 12 oldest cows sired by Goliath 
and 12 of the current 13 Goliaths having 
made over 800F, he is pleased with the re- 
sults in his herd. 

The highest scoring Goliath daughter is 
Knapps Miss Best, EX-93. She has been 
nominated All-American the past two years 
as a three and Four-Year-Old and has the 
highest fat record among the Goliath daugh- 
ters with 3-04 365D 28,510M 6.4% 1,812F 
3.4% 959P. Knapps Goliath Andra-ET, the 
fifth generation Excellent, has the highest 
milk and protein records among the Goliath 
daughters with 3-03 365D 32.000M 4.5% 
1,453F 3.5% 1,132P. 

Blaine Crosser has this to say of the 
bull’s imprint on the breed: “Today, Goliath 
stands out as sire whose daughters lasted 
for several lactations and produced high fat 
content milk. Although they rarely were the 
high test day cows for milk, they were per- 
sistent in their lactation curve and their high 
components made them _ profitable 
cows...While being used on many deeper 
uddered cows in his lifetime, his type rat- 
ing today at 98% Rel. stands at .4 shallow, 
which is very admirable.” His legacy to the 
breed will be high components and, as these 
traits become more and more important, a 
source for high-level genetics for several 

fitness traits.

even years ago, Seth Spencer and his 
family made the decision to explore Or- 
egon for a dairy to expand their 30 cow 

Guernsey herd. Originally from the Port- 

land area, the Spencer Guernsey Farm was 

located on prime residential real estate. Ac- 
cepting a substantial offer for their old farm, 

Seth; his wife, Shari; his parents, Solon and 

Sally; and the cows moved to a 300 cow 

dairy in Lebanon, Ore. 

With the purchase of the new dairy came 
300 Holsteins. It is because of the black and 
white breed that Spencer developed his cross- 
breeding program. 


Fawn and White from Black and White 

The idea formed the day a Guernsey cow 
gave birth to a black and white calf. Deter- 
mined for this “accident” not to happen 
again, Spencer culled all Holstein clean-up 
bulls and now only has Guernsey bulls for 
natural matings. With the help of the bulls, 
Spencer is working to turn the Holsteins into 
Guernseys. 

His ultimate goal is to have three breeds 
on his farm; one — Purebred Guernseys, two 
— Purebred Holsteins, and three — A cross 
breed that is in transition from black and 
white to fawn and white. 

While not sure exactly how many genera- 
tions it will take for the full conversion, Seth 
is studying to make his “would be Guern- 
seys” the best they can be. A local bull stud 
sire analyst works with Seth and the herds- 
man to find the best Guernsey bull to mate 
to the Holstein. They focus on more correct 
feet and legs and building strength. 

Holsteins who do not have sire records 
are undergoing this breeding philosophy. 
(Those who do have sire records are bred to 
a Holstein bull and used strictly for milking 
purposes.) Unidentified Holsteins are bred 
to a Guernsey bull, as is every generation 
after. The calves are a shade of gray when 
they are born and turn dark brown, accord- 
ing to Spencer. “We did have one heifer that 
was the fawn and white color at birth,” he 
said. “I believe her mother was a red factor 
carrier.” At this point, black calves are still 
being born and they are the third generation 
sired by a Guernsey bull. 

Spencer is pleased with the performance 
of all the crossbred cattle. The oldest are 
now in their third lactation. None of the 
crossbred herd gets special treatment. Com- 
pared to the larger, purebred herd, the cross- 
bred RHA for the 15 cows is actually 
+1000M and +0.3%F. The protein is slightly 
higher also. This portion of the overall herd 
has a zero percent cull rate to date. 

The first Guernsey bull to be used in this 
unique conversion-breeding program was 


For the last seven years Spencer Guernsey Farm has been crossing unidenti- 
fied Holsteins they bought when expanding, to Guernsey bulls with great re- 
sults. Here is a Guernsey heifer and two crosses. 


Nells Glow Enhancer Patton. He was one of 


the first Enhancer sons to be proven. Seth 
has housed several Guernsey sires for United 
Guernsey Genetics. Spencer uses the housed 
bull for natural mating until he is too big. 
Another Enhancer used heavily in the cross- 
bred breeding was Marodore Enhancer Regis- 
ET. Currently Spencer has five Regis cross 
daughters milking and likes what he sees. 

Sally, as the herd’s calf care specialist, and 
Seth have noticed that the crossbred calves 
are a more vigorous, aggressive bunch with 
less health problems than their purebred coun- 
terparts. 


Large Dairy Operation 

The farm the Spencer’s purchased is in a 
pleasing area, with the cattle and farm equip- 
ment included in the price. Unfortunately, 
the facilities were in poor operational condi- 
tion. “It was a decision either to bulldoze the 
entire place and rebuild or to undergo some 
significant remodeling,” said Spencer. “We 
opted for the remodeling.” Now, seven years 
later, almost 80 percent of the overhaul is 
complete. Spencer notes that even though 
the farm is under constant construction now, 
the payback in the long run is worth it. 

Seth culled the Holstein herd hard at the 
beginning for simple herd management needs. 
Current numbers show Spencer Guernsey 
Farm milking 55 Guernseys and 235 Hol- 
steins. Upon remodeling the freestalls for 
cow comfort and mass housing accommoda- 
tions, stall numbers increased to 350. Spen- 
cer is depending solely on the Guernsey herd 
to fill in the holes. 

The Rolling Herd Average (RHA) for 55 
Guernseys is 15,442M 4.68% 722F 3.4% 
524P. The RHA for the 16 crossbred is 
24,348M 4.0% 961F 3.1% 759P. Two full- 
time and one part-time employee milk the 
herd in a 16-stall Trigon parlor. Eventually, 
Spencer would like to upgrade to a double- 


12 Herringbone parlor. A full-time herdsman 
is also part of Spencer Guernsey Farm. One 
other full-time employee feeds and makes 
repairs around the facility. 

The young stock were previously farmed 
out to a heifer grower. Since the completion 
of anew heifer facility in January 2003, Spen- 
cer brought the cattle home to be raised. Sally, 
Seth’s mother, cares for the newborn calves 
up to the age of six-months. 

As General Manager, Seth is the person 
who “makes sure everyone is doing their 
jobs.” He also is the lone manpower behind 
the manure and irrigation systems. “It isn’t 
that I don’t trust anyone else to do these 
jobs,” Spencer says. “It is just the fact that if 
things are messed up or equipment gets beaten 
up, I only have myself to fault.” 

Spencer Guernsey Farm has about 125 
acres of farmland that raises grass for hay, 
silage, and pasture as well as a small amount 
of corn. They are looking into renting more 
farmland for future corn growth, looking to 
an ultimate goal of raising all the corn they 
need to make all of their own corn silage. 
Much of this decision is based on irrigation 
needs that need to be met. Currently, Spen- 
cer buys 85 percent of his feed. 

Seth’s wife, Shari, is part of the master- 
mind behind the dairy operation. She will 
follow behind him in the barn and pick out 
more health details with the milking herd that 
Seth missed. With a lower cash flow due to 
milk prices, Seth looks to her for money sav- 
ing ideas for the farm. “She is a great sound- 
ing board,” credits her husband. 

Seth is a board member for the American 
Guernsey Association. He is also president 
of Purebred Publishing, Inc., the company 
that produces the Guernsey Journal, Ayr- 
shire Digest, and Brown Swiss Bulletin. 

Whether on the farm or acting as a board 
member, Seth continues to love, promote, 
and develop the Golden Guernsey.

After your goals have been met and 
there is money left - this remainder can go to your favorite charity or 
organization (this is an excellent opportunity to name the Guernsey
